away. The forests of Canada are not 


inexhaustible; in fact, at ty.’ present 


rate of cutting, there ir timber enough 
to last much less than half a century, 
unless we thoroughly protect the 
young srowth now comius. Instead 
of decreasing, the quantity of wood 
consumed per capita in the. last quar- 
ter century is as great as, or greater 
than, it ever was, despite the tre- 
mendous advances which have been 
made in the adoption of coment,. steel, 
and other products as substitutes for 
wood. LEvidently, there ig a crisis 
approaching. WBuropean nations, will 
need all their wood surplu- .and vast- 
ly more; Canada and the Unitrd 
States must ‘ook to their own sup- 
plies to meet the onrush of our wood- 
devouring civilization. 

But the crisis is. not so much to 
be feared in- the consumption of wood 
as in the destruction of the great Bal- 
ance Wheel of Nature. Says Gifford 
Pinchot, ex-Chief Forester of the 
United States, ‘The connection be- 
tween forests and rivers is like that 
between father and son. ‘No forests, 
no rivers.” The floods and droughts 
of the Far Hast, of Sicily, Crete and 
Spain, the torrents and erosion of 
France and some parts of America, 
are due practically alone to the de- 
forestation of the mountain slopes. 

Dr. B, E. Fernow has clearly stat 
ec the great issue as it stands before 
the people of Canada to-day: , 

“When the questions of the extea- 
sion of suffrago to woiaen, of tariff, 
taxation, of coinage and currency, 
which sre all merely incidents, will 
have sunk into the background, the 
question of thu economy of the resour- 
ces which constitute and sustain the 
political commercial, and social »ow- 
er of the nation—long neglected—will 
still claim. at.enticn; for only those 
nations who develop their natural re- 
sources economically, and avoid the 
waste of that which they : roduce, can 
maintain their power or even secure 
the continusnce of their separate ex- 
istence. A nation may cease to ex- 
ist as well by the decay of its re 
scurces as by the extinction of its 
patriotic spirit. While we are de- 
bating over th> best method; of dis- 
posing of our wealth, we gradually 
lose our very capital witkout even 
realizing the fact. Whether fertile 
lands are turned into deserts, forests 
t+ .to waste places, brooks into tor- 
rents, rivers changed from means of 
power ana intercourse into means of 
destractioy and desolation—these sre 
questions which concern the material 
existence itself of society; and since 
such changes become often irrevers- 
ible, the damage irrem, wable, and at 
the same time the extent of avail- 
able resources becomes ca aller in 
proportion to population, their consid- 
eration is finally much. moro import- 
ae than those other questions of the 

ay. 

When, as is stated by experts, the 
coal of America is due to be exhaust- 
ed within the next century, the oil and 
gas in this, the absolute necessity of 
preserving the rivers which hdld at 
present our only other source of pow- 
er stands as one of tre prime duties 
of the nation.

At first the 
capital letter P was used, but as it 
was made moré and more quickly and 
carelessly the top part of the letter 
became merely a horizontal line drawn

Tt is ‘not often that a town is named 
by mistake, but about 150 years ago 
this thing happened—not to one town, 
but to. three towns in Vermont. At 
that time.a grant of land was made by 
New Hampshire to some Connecticut 
settiera, This tract then, as now, was 
divided into three townships—Burling: | 
ton, on the hillside of Lake @ham- 
plain; Colchester, just north, and Wil- 
liston, east. The three towns were 
chartered on the same day, and it was 
at this time that the names were 
mixed. : 

The Burling family took wp their 
land: in the north section (Colchester), 
and it seems to be true that their name 
was to have been given the town, s0 
that {t should have been called Bur- 
lington, Other settlers took up the 
eastern portion (Williston), and the 
rest remained in the part by the lake 
(Burlington). Among these last was 
the Willis family, and there is evidence 
that they expected to call the city Wil- 
liston. However, there was so much 
confusion in the entering of the rec- 
ords that the town where the Burlings 
settied was called Colchester, the town 
of the Willis family was vamed Bur- 
ington, while the town to the east was 
called Williston. And so they have 
remefned’ to this day.—Ladies’ "Home 
Journal, 


ORIGIN OF BLACKMAIL. 


The Term Was Born of Outlawry on 
the Scottish Border. 

The etymology of the expression 

“blackmail’s is historically Interesting. 

It appears to have its origin on the

‘ Scottish border and dating from times 


when frequent political feuds between 
the then two kingdoms of the British 
islapds tacitly justified a sort of per- 
ennjal terrestrial buccaneering as be- 
tween borderers of each realm. 

Many of these were outlaws on both 
Their neighbor: 
ing victims to save their cattle from 
being Ufted sometimes compounded for 
safety by an annua! payment as tnsur- 
ance to the*bandits. This fee not only 
gave them immunity, but entniled 
them to protect them from rival free 
booters. It was their “mail,” or “pro- 
tection.” The “mail” coach was so 
named because. it had its armed guard 
with loaded blunderbuss on thé dickey. 

But the mail paid by border farmers 
was not for honest royal protection, 
but for guardianship by thieves, and 
hence was “black” mail, the color of 
black being typical of what was nefa- 


ship, while the guardian of this stamp 
was known as the “blackguard” of the 
district. The last named Jatter day 
term of reproach seems to have ob- 
tained its expression originally as here 
described.—London Fic!d.

in Winnipeg recently. 

“T met Radford at Fort McMurray, 
on the Athabasca river, in June, 1910, 
and he told me the story of the kill- 
ing of this huge beast,’’ says Mr. Tre- 
mayne. Then We quotes Radford as 
saying: 

“Desiring to obtain a large specl- 
men of the wood buffalo, I applied, , 
when at Edmohton, tv the Alberian 
Government for ag@ermit to kill one. | 
This obtained, I traveled by boat to: 
Fort Smith, on the Great Slave River, | 
in 1909, and remain! in that vicin- | 
ity, pursuing my scientific investiga- | 
tions, until recently (June, 1910). | 
‘One afternoon we came upon ng 


spoor of a band of twelve animals, 

among the -tracks of which was one ; 
of unusual size, indicating that its , 
author was a very large animal. We | 
tracked the band for about two miles, | 
when it was found to have divided, 

eight of the animals going south and | 
the .remaining four (including the 
large one) traveling northwest. We 
again took up the trail for three 
miles, to a point where a further 
separation had taken place, and the 
owner of the large hoofs had gone | 
on accompanted by only one female. | 
I succeeded in t-aveling on with sil- 

ence and circumspection for about 

half a mile, when the trail led to a 

small clearing, in‘the middle of which | 
stood, perfectly still, an. enormous | 
bull buffalo and a cow. . 

“The moment was 0 agonizing one 
for me, but by a supreme effort I 
controlled myself, dropped on one 
knee, and, aiming carefully at the | 
heart region, fired. ‘rhe bull did not |

move. I fired again, and, with a 
frightful bellow, he fell on his side 
and lay struggling. Still fearful that 
the injuries inflicted might not be 
vital and that the prize might yet 
escape me, I fired three more shots, 
after which the beast lay quite still. } 
“T had the carcass tak.n to Fort 
Smi’h by borse sleigh and, having | 
procured the scales, found that it | 
tipped the beam at 2,250 pounds, eas- 
fly a world’s record.” 
The sequel is thus related by Mr. 
Tremayne: , | 
“In reaching Smith's Landing with | 
the carcass Radford was ‘rested by | 
the sergeant in chdrge’ of a Royal | 
Northwest Mounted Police detach- | 
ment for ‘killing a Buffalo without | 
|

authority.’ Radford produced his per- 
mit, which had been signed by the 
Minister of Agriculture for the Pro- 
vince of Alberta. The sergeant ex- 
plained that the animal had been kill- 
ed in the unorganized district known | 
as the Northwest Territories, which ! 
is under-the jurisdiction of the Dom- 
inion, not the Albertan Government, 
and that the permit was therefore of 
no value. However, there Lad evi- 
den‘ly been a misunderstanding, and | 
Radford could not leave the vicinity 
even had he wanted to (650 miles 
o’ snow and ice lay between Smith's 
Landing #nd the nearest railway line, 
at Edmonton) so the sergeant releas- 
ed him pending instruction, sent a 
report on the case to his commis- 
sioner. 

“The verdict received some months 
later was that ‘in view of the general 
misunderstanding no fine need be im- 
posed, but the hide of the buffalo 
must be confiscuted and turned ovet 
to the Department of Agriculture at 
Edmonton.’ The skin was, therefore, 
taken away from Radford and is now | 
to be seen mounted in the CGovern- | 
ment Buildings of the Alberlan capi-

An engineering feat that has at- |
